The development as proposed would 
include 60 four-bed, 48 three-bed and 
12 two-bed semi-detached row houses 


and 24 three bed walk ups 
Although not funded by HUD during 
the building process, the housing 
project will be eligible for federal rent 
subsidies after the tenants move in 
Another HUD project of 128 units for 
the elderly was also proposed for the 
southwest corner of the Park-N in­ 
tersection, but no more federal funds 
are available for the year, according 
to Hoi)gland 
PACC is still including the southern 
tract in its petition for retail zoning, 
however. 
Hoagland told the crowd that city 
officials were given the opportunity in 
June to protest the funding of the two 
projects but nothing was done 
More than $24 million in housing 
was approved by HUD this year for 
Plano, Richardson, Irving, Cedar Hill 
and Dallas projects 
Four hundred of the 1,022 total 
housing units to be constructed are in 
the suburbs w ith the remainder going 
to Dallas 
Standards for choosing the projects 
state that they should generally not be 
located in minority ghettos, in racially 
mixed areas or where there is a high 
proportion of low income persons. 
Private Trash Pickup 
May Save Tax Money 


Taxpayers may save in the long run 
by contracting out retail trash 
collection to a private firm. 
A special City Council committee 
met Thursday morning with City 
Manager David Griffin and Public 
Works Director Clarence Daugherty 
to review proposals from firms that 
would like the contract. 
After evaluating proposals from 
five firms, the committee agreed that 
two had the possibility of earning 
additional funds for the city while 
taking over the chore of collection. 
Proposals from Moore Industrial 
Disposal Inc. and Plano Disposal 
Services, along with an option of the 
city 
retaining 
retail 
solid 
waste 
collection, will be forwarded to the 
council for consideration on Nov. 14. 
Com mittee 
m em bers 
Larry 
Jackson and Jack Harvard asked 


Daugherty to recalculate rates and 
surpluses, omitting an added seven 
percent annual cost of living increase. 
Jackson said that if the cost of living 
increases were removed, it would be 
easier to compare each proposal 
since some had not included the an­ 
nual rise. 
He added that eliminating the in­ 
serted increase should remove all but 
Moore, Plano Disposal and the city 
from competition. 
Moore offerred two options for a 
five year contract on retail waste. The 
more attractive proposition provided 
for a five percent increase with a 
change in billing to 4.3 rather than 4.0 
weeks per month. 
The Dallas firm also proposed 
purchasing city containers for $76,000 
and paying the city a 49 percent 
franchise fee. The Moore proposal 


would give the city a surplus of more 
than half a million dollars over the 
period of the contract. 
The city could also net about half a 
million by keeping collection and 
raising rates by five percent. 
The proposal by Plano Disposal was 
not quite as clear cut. Daugherty has 
been asked to get a clarification on 
whether the firm intends to pay the 
city $62,200 a year (current disposal 
costs) or whether the firm intends to 
pay for all disposal costs (a cheaper 
method of disposal might be found). 
The local firm’s proposal would net 
the city more than $150,000 during the 
length of the contract. Plano Disposal 
offered a IO percent franchise fee plus 
the questionable disposal fee. 


The committee also agreed 
to 
recommend that the city retain billing 
if the collection service is contracted 
out. 
Griffin said he believes the city can 
do the billing cheaper, since the 
system is already set up. Also, he 
added, by doing the billing, the city 
can take its fees first. This would 
protect the city from any financial 
problems the firm might have. 
The committee also considered the 
possibility of asking for a letter of 
credit rather than a larger per­ 
formance bond.

Road System Aids in City Planning

Editor’s Note: This is the fifth in a 
series of seven articles explaining the 
1977 Comprehensive Plan for Com­ 
munity Structure. 


The 
thoroughfare 
system 
is 
probably the single most important 
element of the master plan. 
The system serves as a framework 
for future growth and development, 
according to Marvin Springer, the 
consultant who prepared the 1977 
Comprehensive Plan for Community 
Structure. 
Plano’s major thoroughfares serve 
as boundaries for community units, a 
guide to the subdivision of land and a 
framework for the urbanization of 
land uses. 
A 
thoroughfare 
system 
also 
minimizes traffic movement through 
residential neighborhoods, provides 
standards for future traffic volumes 
and guides expenditures for needed 
thoroughfares. 
Springer points out that a thorough­ 
fare 
system 
allows 
all 
agencies 
responsible for street development to 
coordinate their activites and connect 
local roads with regional highways 
and major thoroughfares of adjacent 
communities. 


“Advance planning minimizes the 
land and pavement required to 
properly handle anticipated traffic 
and minimizes the environmental 
impact of vehicular transportation on 
living quality,” he adds. 


Regional Connections 


Springer’s report recognizes three 
highways—US 
75 
(Central 
Expressway), SH 121 and SH 289 
(Preston 
Road)—which 
connect 
Plano with other communities of the 
region 
Central is Plano’s main tie to the 
region with SH 121 providing direct 
access 
to 
the 
Dallas-Fort 
Worth 
Regional Airport 
As development moves northward, 
SH 
121 
will become 
increasingly 
important, 
the 
plan 
predicts. 
U ltim ately, it will probably be 
upgraded to a four or six lane facility. 
The importance of Preston Road 
which provides north-south access 
through western Plano is also in­ 
creasing 
Springer warns that the 
development of the White Rock Creek 
area may adversely influence the 
potential capacity of the highway 
“Other regional highways designed 
to serve the Plano area will be 


developed by the highway depart­ 
ment,” the plan notes. “Plano’s local 
thoroughfare 
system 
must 
be 
developed so as to be fully coordinated 
with the evolving regional highway 
system and with the air and rail 
transportation facilities which serve 
the community.” 


Eight major thoroughfares either 
existing or proposed have regional 
significance under the plan Only one 
freeway—Central—is currently in 
existence 


Improvements Needed 


The four lane freeway is seriously 
congested during peak periods and 
several 
methods 
of 
increasing 
capacity are being studied The plan 
stresses the need for improvements 
through 
Plano 
and 
better 
in­ 
terchanges with major east-w est 
thoroughfares 


An east-west freeway (formerly 
Loop 9) is also proposed along Plano's 
southern boundary The thoroughfare 
is suggested as a six lane roadway 
with frontage roads and grade 
separations at major-north-south 
thoroughfares. 
Central. FM 544 and portions of 


Preston Road are already at ap­ 
proximate capacity during peak 
traffic periods 
It is obvious, states the plan, that a 
four or five fold increase in the city’s 
population will greatly expand the 
requirem ents 
for 
thoroughfare 
facilities, particularly those that 
relate the city to the region 
One solution to the problem of 
congested highways is to provide as 
many life needs as possible w ithin the 
city The fewer people who have to 
travel out of Plano for employment, 
the less will be the peak period 
demand on the regional thoroughfare 
system 
Other steps to improve tran­ 
sportation efficiency include car 
pooling, express bus service to 
identifiable centers of employment, 
staggering the hours of beginning and 
ending the work day and providing 
local bus service 


Substantial Progress 


‘ S u b s t a n t i a l 
t h o r o u g h f a r e 
development has taken place in Plano 
since the completion of its first 
Comprehensive 
P la n ,’ 
Springer 
notes 
i n accordance with the initial 
Thoroughfare Plan, a system of major 


thoroughfares based approximately 
one at one mile intervals is evolving 
Spring Creek Parkway is the 
highest standard thoroughfare being 
developed locally and it is considered 
to be a very essential element of the 
regional thoroughfare plan. 
It will intersect with SH 121 on the 
west and extend to the vicinity of 
Wylie with possible eventual con­ 
nections to 111 30 near Rockwall 
Spring Creek Parkway and SH 121 
are both designated as expressways 
six lane divided thoroughfares with 
frontage roads. Intersections will be 
limited to at least one-fourth mile 
intervals and points of heavy cross 
traffic 
may 
involve 
grade 
separations. 
Coit Road, Preston Road, the ex­ 
tension of Dallas North Tollway and 
Dallas North Parkway are designated 
as partially controlled access (no 
frontage road) principal arterials. 
Intersections streets are recom 
mended at one-fourth mile intervals 


Prime Routes 


The tollway extension is a prime 
route into Dallas while Dallas North 
Parkway when tied to FM 544 on the 
west and east will provide an in­ 


dustrial 
by pass route along 
the 
southern part of the city 
Proposed east west local thorough­ 
fares of four and six lanes include 14th 
Street, 15th Street. Park Boulevard, 
Parker-Yeary Road, Carpenter Road, 
Hedgecoke Road extension and an 
unnamed road connecting Coit and 
Custer Roads just south of SH 121 


North-south thoroughfares built to 
the same standard include W'illow 
Bend Drive < paralleling upper White 
Rock Creek from the projection of 
Dallas North Parkway northward to 
an intersection with Spring Creek 
Parkway), two secondary thorough­ 
fares parallel to Preston Road, 
Independence Parkway, Custer Road, 
Alma Road, Avenue K, Jupiter Road, 
Shiloh Road, Los Rios Boulevard and 
North Star [toad 
The ultimate efficiency of the major 
thoroughfare system will be largely 
determined by the manner in which 
the land adjacent to each major 
thoroughfare is developed 


By regulating the points of access to 
adjacent property and by providing 
widely spaced intersections along the 
thoroughfares, it will be possible to 
design the maximum traffic carrying 
capacity into each thoroughfare

Insects May Cause Damage 


The Backyard Gardner

ITiere are many good rea­ 
son 
for doing a Uiorough 
cleanup of your garden dur­ 
ing the fall before you pack in 
ti’e outdoor green thumb for 
tilt year 
As well as appealing to my 
neat alin orderly nature, a 
complete tall cleanup of my 
garde n im m easurably eo­ 
lian e.s my enjoyment of the 
opnr.gtime which can be de­ 
v o u r to .seeding, setting out 
plants and other pleasant 
past’mi s No gringy chores 
like pulling up soggy, m atted 
bits of gruwill that have suf­ 
fered masses of winter snow 
and i ain 
(letting that yard cleaned 
up also m akes for a much 
healthier garden. Both insect 
{jests and plant diseases h ar­ 
bor over tfie winter in old 
growth left in the garden. 
So the first step in tile fall 
cleanup might be to dean out 
all tile spent bedding plants. 
1*1111 out and store or preserve 
all vegetables that you are 
iKit planning to winter over in 
tile garden Many people like 
to keep a row or two of carrot 
and parsnip marked out for 
winter and spring digging 
possible even in the northern 
prairies with proper cover to 
catch the snow. 
Summer flowering 
bulbs 
and corm s like gladioli, 
canna lilies, and dahlias 
should be lifted and stored. 
Clads should be dried off, 
cleaned up and stored a few 
to a {japer bag, with a little 
sulfur mixed in with them. 
Dahlias are stored in damp 
{leat in plastic hags with a bit 
of stem left on tile root. 
IX'ud tup growth is sup­ 
posed to be removed for the 
winter I like to leave just a 
few sh.lots to mark the spot 
where i Ko plant is. In cold 
w< athel areas, it is best to 
leave eight inches to a foot of 
Gip growth on tile perennials 
to bap the snow for winter 
protection. In the case of 
peonies, all growth should be 
cut down at soil level just as 
soon as the plant wilts in the 
fall. This prevents disease 
spores from falling to the 
ground and wintering over 


there, to infect next spring’s 
growth 
Roses are not pi uned in the 
fall However, many people 
like to clean them up a bit, 
taking off up to a third from 
the taller bushes. The reason 
for this is to prevent the 
bushes from being whipped 
around fly wintei winds, and 
thus damaged 
lake care, 
though, in cold w eather 
areas, not to start a cutting 
program iii your rose bed in 
the middle of hard frosts 
which car get int > fresh cuts 


and rot out a part of a cane. 
Climbing roses should be 
cleaned up and tied down for 
the sam e reason. In the cold 


winter parts of the continent, 
all roses should be mounded 
at their bases with earth 
brought in from another part 


of the garden In extremely 
cold areas, like die northern 
prairies, as soon as this soil 
cover is frozen, add straw 
and leaves held down with 
branches so that snow cover 
will be trap[K*d 


It you are storing grain in 
an on-farm storage bin and 
have 
not 
taken 
proper 
precautions, insects could be 
destroying your grain right 
now There are several grain 
pests that are of prim ary 
importance, 
including 
the 
rice weevil, granary weevil, 
lesser grain borer and the 
Angoumois grain moth 
The rice weevil is one of 
the worst stored grain pests 
in the entire world The adult 
varies in color from reddish 
brown to black with four 
lighter-colored spots on its 
back It seldom exceeds one- 
eighth inch in length and has 
the snout which is typical of 
many different weevils. 
Rice weevils are capable 
of flying and can infest grain 
while it is still in the field. 
Adults 
live four 
to 
five 
months, and the female will 
lay 300 to 400 eggs during 
that time. 
D e v e l o p m e n t 
t i m e 
required for the weevil 
depends on tem perature. In 
hot weather, the life cycle 
may require only 26 days. 
Cold tem p eratu res would 
slow this down quite a bit. 
Granary weevils resem ble 
rice weevils but do not have 
the four light spots on their 
backs. They are also unable 
to fly; thus, they do not infest 
grain in the field like rice 
weevils. 
For Indoor Planting 
Force Choice Bulbs 


As 
you 
select 
spring 
flowering bulbs, set aside a 
few choice bulbs for indoor 
forcing, says Jam es R. 
Risinger, county agent with 
the 
T exas 
A gricultural 
Extension Service. 
Bulbs good 
for 
forcing 
include 
crocus, 
grap e 
hyacinths, daffodils, tulips 
and hyacinths. Blooms from 
these bulbs can brighten the 
indoor landscape during the 
long, winter months. 
Pot the bulbs as soon as 
they are selected. 
First, 
place a one-inch layer of 
gravel in the pot. Then add a 
soil mix of equal parts of 
soil, peat and sand. Firm the 


soil 
around 
the 
bulbs, 
leaving the tips of large 
bulbs showing above the 
surface Barely cover small 
bulbs and space them about 
one-half inch apart in the 
pot. 


Store newly potted bulbs at 
a tem perature of 40 to 50 
degrees F 
The vegetable 
drawer in the refrigerator 
provides 
excellent 
con­ 
ditions. Success with forcing 
bulbs depends upon their 
developing roots during the 
cold storage period. Keep 
the soil 
m oist 
but 
not 
saturated. 
In six 
to ten 
weeks the bulbs should have 


made adequate root growth 
and should be ready for 
forcing, explains the county 
agent. 


After 
the 
cold 
storage 
treatm ent, first place the 
bulbs in a cool, semi-lighted 
location, and then gradually 
move them to a sunny area 
for good growth and color. 
Be careful not to allow them 
to dry out at any time during 
the forcing period. 


Most 
bulbs will 
be 
in 
flow er 
by Ja n u a ry . 
By 
p u rchasing pre-cooled or 
pre-treated bulbs, you will 
have blooms by Christmas, 
adds Risinger. 


Green Thumb Not Needed 
To Run Good Greenhouse 


Adult 
g ran ary w eevils 
usually live longer than rice 
weevils, but lay fewer eggs. 
Like the rice weevil, the 
granary weevil’s life cycle is 
g reatly 
dependent 
on 
tem p e ra tu re 
Both 
the 
granary 
weevil 
and 
rice 
weevil lay eggs inside grain 
kernels where the larvae 
feed and develop. Adults of 
both .species also feed ex­ 
tensively on the grain. 
Another serious pest of 
stored grain is the lesser 
grain 
borer. 
This 
small, 
cylindrical beetle is about 
one-eighth inch long and is 
dark brown to black in color. 
Fem ale lesser grain borers 
lay from 300 to 500 eggs 
singly 
or 
in 
clu sters 
throughout the loose grains. 
When the eggs hatch, the 
larvae crawl around and 
feed on rem nants of grain 
left from the feeding of the 
adults. The larvae may also 
bore d irectly into grain 
which has been slightly 
dam aged. 
D uring w arm 
weather, the period from egg 
to adult takes about one 
month. 
The 
Angoum ois 
g rain 
moth is another pest capable 
of infesting grain while it is 
still in the field. Adult 
females lay about 40 eggs, 
but 
can, 
under 
certain 
conditions, lay many more 
than this. When the eggs 
hatch, the young larvae bore 
into the grain and feed on the 
endosperm or the germ until 
fully grown. 
They then eat a channel to 
the outside of the grain, 
prepare exit holes, and spin 
cocoons. The shortest time 
required for development is 
about 
five weeks, but 
a 
longer period is usually 
necessary. 
The rice weevil, granary 
weevil, lesser grain borer, 
and Angoumois grain moth 
are called “prim ary” pests 
of stored grain because they 
feed on whole kernels. There 
are 
also 
a 
num ber 
of 
“secondary” 
pests—those 
which feed on the cracked 
grain 
dam aged 
by 
the 
prim ary pests. Some of these 
are the cadelle beetle, Indian 
meal moth, and red flour 
beetle. 
Grain should be inspected 
at 2-week intervals following 
storage for the presence of 
stored grain pests. Probe 
samples should be taken at 


several locations in the bin. 
If one granary weevil, one 
rice weevil, or one lesser 
grain borer are found per 


quart-size sample of grain, 
or if five of any other grain 
pests are found per quart of 
grain, fumigants should be 


applied. F or further in­

Agency Discusses Banning 
Manufacture of Chemicals 


T he 
E n v i r o n m e n t a l 
Protection Agency (EPA) is 
currently involved in a 
review of many agricultural 
chem icals 
to 
determ ine 
whether or not to allow the 
continued m anufacture and 
use of these m aterials. Some 
of the chem icals which are 
being studied include such 
widely-used m a te ria ls as 
b e n o m y l 
( B e n l a t e ) , 
d i m e t h o a t e 
( C y g o n ) , 
p araquat, 
arsen ic 
acid, 
DSMA, MSMA, carbaryl 
(Sevin), 
D E F, 
and 
trichlorphon (Dylox). 
When EPA determ ines 
that a chemical is “poten­ 
tially dangerous,” it issues 
what is known as a Rebut­ 
table Presumption Against 
R egistration (RPAR) for 
that 
chem ical. 
C riteria 
which trigger an RPAR are: 
high toxicity posing the 
threat 
of 
im m ediate 
poisoning 
to 
people 
or 
w ildlife, 
possibility 
of 
serious long-term health 
problems such as 
tumor 
formation or mutations in 
hum ans or “ n o n -targ et” 
animals; 
or, 
lack of an 
emergency first-aid treat­ 
ment. 
Once an RPAR has been 
issued 
on 
a 
pesticide, 
m anufacturers and users of 
the chemical are given 45 
days to submit data to rebut 
EPA’s initial findings. An 
additional 60 days may be 
granted if necessary. 
If the evidence submitted 
during this tim e successfully 
refutes E PA ’s initial fin­ 
dings, then procedures to re­ 
register the pesticide for 
continued sale and use are 
begun. If the rebuttal was 
not successful, 
EPA will 
issue a “ Notice of Intent to 
Cancel” on the pesticide. 
At this point, a benefit-risk 
analysis is undertaken to 
determine if the benefits of 
the continued use of the 
pesticide outweigh the risks. 
If they do, then the pesticide 
may be re-registered. 


If not, then the Notice of 
Intent to Cancel stands, and 
the evidence for cancellation 
of the pesticide is sent to the 
Department of Agriculture 
and the Scientific Advisory 
Panel for review. 
After all this takes place, 
courtroom type hearings 
m ay 
be 
requested 
by 
m anufacturers and users of 
the pesticide, but the final 
decision on the fate of the 
chemical rests with the EPA 
Administrator. 
R PA R ’s 
have 
already 


been issued on toxaphene 
and lindane. N otices of 
Intent to Cancel have been 
issued on Chlordane, Hep- 
tachlor, and DDT. Users of 
a g r i c u l t u r a l 
c h e m ic a ls 
would do well to observe the 
following 
p r e c a u t i on s : 
always adhere strictly to the 
directions on the pesticide 
label; avoid contamination 
of 
stre a m s 
and 
ponds 
through runoff or drift of 
pesticides; 
and, 
alw ays 
dispose of empty containers 
properly.

Extension Service. A few 
simple pointers and common 
sense will do. 
Light, water and humidity 
are the three main items to 
keep under control. And of 
these, light is the easiest to 
work with 
Proper shading can 
be 
obtained by using m aterials 
such 
as cheesecloth 
or 
saran. Plants needing direct 
sunlight can be placed on top 
of shelves or directly in front 
of clear glass. 
Placing plants that require 
less light under shelves or 
branches of other plants is 
another simple solution. 
W ater greenhouse plants 
only when the soil becomes 
m o d erately 
dry. 
When 
watering, rem em ber to let 


the w ater run through the 
bottom 
of 
the 
container, 
adds the county agent. 
Try 
to 
keep 
daytime 
tem peratures between 70-90 
degrees F. and night tem ­ 
peratures in the 50-80 degree 
F range. 


Maintain humidity in the 
range of 50 to 70 percent. 
Simple methods such 
as 
hosing down the floor or 
elaborate humidifiers can be 
used. Keeping the humidity 
below IOO percent at night 
helps control diseases. 
G reenhouse plants also 
benefit 
from 
time-release 
fertilizers in dry, liquid or 
newer pellet forms. 


Check plants regularly for 
disease and insect damage 
and use control m easures as 
soon as a problem arises 
Some common greenhouse 
problems to keep an eye out 
for drooping lower leaves, 


yellowing of leaves, weak or 
rubbery stems and leaves 
with blackened tips. These 
problem s 
resu lt 
from 
common mistakes such as 
too much light and over­ 
watering as well as more 
complicated root diseases, 
points out Risinger.

Some Adapt Quickly 


Dear Doc: What is the best 
shade 
groundcover 
and 
when and how should we 
plant it? 
That’s like asking a man 
what style of car is the best. 
Really 
it’s 
a 
m atter 
of 
personal taste. 
English ivy is probably the 
most common which should 
mean that it’s most popular. 
Liriope, monkeygrass, and 
vinca are also good alter­ 
natives. All of these can be 
planted right now or in early 
spring. 
Prepare soil thoroughly, 
raking out all debris and 
in c o rp o ra tin g 
o rg a n ic 
m atter (peat moss, compost, 
etc.). If your groundcover is 
growing in the shade of large 
trees, you’ll want to fertilize 
and w ater more regularly 
than you might if it were 
without competition. 
D ear 
Doc: 
We 
used 
nicotine sulfate for years on 
insects. I saw some a few 
days ago - is it still recom ­ 
mended? 
Yes, 
indeed. 
N icotine 
sulfate is biodegradable and 
it’s safe to the applicator. It 
does a good job on lace bugs, 
aphids, and other common 
pests. General purpose in­ 
secticides such as sevin, 
m alathion, and diazinon 
have 
largely 
replaced 
nicotine sulfate, but it still 
finds a hom e in m any 
“organic” gardens. 
Dear D oc: How deep does 
the soil need to be for us to 
grow good trees? We live 
right on a rock outcropping. 
Depth of soil will vary 
according to the type of trees 
you want, how often you’re 
willing to water, and what 
type of soil the plants are 
growing in. 
Small trees such as crape 
m yrtles, tree yaupons, and 
crabapples could do well in a 
couple 
of feet 
of w ell 
prepared soil. Larger trees 
such as pecans will do best in 
considerably deeper soils. 
In 
fact, 
com m ercial 
growers seek land with a 
minimum of eight feet of 
soil. In either case, your 
plants can get by with 
slightly less soil than op­ 
timum if you’ll be willing to 
water and fertilize more 
frequently. 
Be 
cautious 
of 
iron 
deficiency on shallow soils. 
High alkalinity can lead to 
serious problems if not kept 
under control 
with soil 
acidifiers and iron sprays. 
Try to avoid plants prone to 
iron deficiencies (dogwoods, 
pines, w ater oak, etc.). 
Dear Doc: 
What’s your 
opinion on electric mowers? 
They’re quiet to operate, 
particularly useful if you like 


to mow' early in the morning. 
Generally they’ll do about 
the same job as gasoline 
models except you’re faced 
with getting used to the cord 
and its limitations. They are 
more likely to stall in heavy 
load conditions. 
Dear Doc: It seem s like 
every insect and disease you 
identify needs a different 
chemical. Aren’t there any 
general purpose sprays of 
any value? 
Yes, indeed. 
Mixed in­ 
secticides sold under most 
all the common brands will 
control the m ajo rity of 
garden pests. 
Diazinon, 
malathion, and sevin are 
also 
fairly 
g eneral 
in­ 
secticides. Few fungicide 
mixes exist, so it’s usually 
best to have a concrete 
identification and use the 
proper chemical. 
Dear Doc: I’ve got a bag of 
diazinon granules I bought 
last summer. Diazinon cans 
say to use contents within 6 
months of opening. Does that 


apply to the granules? 
No. they’re stable over an 
indefinite 
period of time 
provided they’ve been kept 
dry at all times. 
Dear Doc: 
We recently 
bought som e property on 
which there’s a small fruit 
tree. The fruit ripened in 
m id-Septem ber 
and 
ap­ 
peared to be a small plum. 
What is this tree, does it 
transplant easily, and is the 
fruit edible? 
T h at’s 
M exican 
plum, 
Prunus mexicana. It does 
transplant easily, especially 
in small sizes and it makes a 
most delightful small or­ 
namental tree. Its big selling 
point is its rather rugged 
character - shaggy bark and 
twiggy habit. The fruit is 
edible, though it’s certainly 
better as jam s and jellies 
than eaten fresh. 
Dear Doc: What is the 
quickest screen we could put 
up across the back of our 
yard. They’ve just built a 
fast food restaurant on the 


next street. 
You might want to con­ 
sider a wood fence with 
plants cascading over it. i.e., 
vines or climbing roses. For 
evergreen shrubs. Japanese 
ligustrums is unequaled in 
rapid growth and dense 
cover 
However, it does 
engulf a good bit of lateral 
ground 
space, 
often 
spreading to 8-10 ft. If you 
have ample space, it would 
be one of the best. Other 
possibilities would be red 
cedar, yaupon holly (slower 
growing), burford holly and 
a photinia. 
Dear Doc: I don’t believe 
our fall tomatoes are going 
to make it. They’re just now 
starting to set fruit. What 
can we do to help protect 
them through the first few 
freezes? 
Wrap them with quilts or 
blankets, not polyethylene 
plastic. If possible, run a 40 
watt light bulb inside the 
fabric canopy. This will 
protect down to 30 degrees. 


Any farm ing operation 
requires planning, and this is 
particularly true when it 
comes to applying fertilizer. 
F ertilizer 
applications 
should be based on a soil 
test, and fall is a good time to 
take soil samples for testing, 
points 
out 
Ja m e s 
R. 
Risinger, county agent for 
the 
Texas 
A gricultural 
Extension Service. 
C ontainers 
and 
in­ 
structions for submitting soil 
samples are available at the 
county E xtension office. 
Based on a soil test, a sound 


fertilization program can be 
developed for the coming 
crop year. 
Such a program will be 
increasingly 
important 
in 
the months ahead. Under 
present 
econom ic 
con­ 
ditions, low yields are not 
profitable, and fertilization, 
at least with nitrogen, is 
generally 
necessary for 
profitable yields 
Yet, the 
reed for each plant nutrient 
and its potential profitability 
should be closely evaluated.

County, R isinger invites 
producers to review the 1976 
and 1977 handbook of result 
dem onstrations. 
V arious 
fertilizer rates were used on 
different crops to determ ine 
the highest profit potential, 
and these studies m erit close 
evaluation. 
W ith 
current 
high 
production 
costs, 
un­ 
certainty about farm prices, 
and other risks 
in 
crop 
production, farm ers m ust 
study their fertilizer needs 
m ore closely than ever to 
m ake sound decisions. 
Cabbage, Broccoli Targets 
For Loopers Big Appetite 


Cabbage loopers have big 
appetites and can do a lot of 
damage to fall vegetable 
gardens. 


Most often the pests are 
found feeding on the leaves 
of cabbage, 
broccoli and 
cauliflow er, 
points 
out 
Jam es R. Risinger, county 
agent 
for 
the 
Texas 
A gricultural 
Extension 
Service. Infested plants can 
easily be detected by the 
many holes eaten in the 
leaves. 
C abbage 
loopers 
are 


greenish in color and move 
with a looping action. Full­ 
grown larvae are about 1V2 
inches long. 


The insect pests are dif­ 
ficult to control. In smaller 
gardens, hand-picking the 
loopers may be most ef­ 
fective 
although 
this 
requires time and the larvae 
may be difficult to find. 


The 
m ost 
effective 
chemical control is Bacillus 
thuringiensis, sold as Dipel, 
T huricide 
or 
Biotrol. 
Bacillus thuringiensis works 


slowly and may take two- 
three days to kill the larvae; 
how ever, 
feeding 
and 
dam age usually stop soon 
after 
treatm en t. 
The 
chemical is safe to use and 
there is no waiting period 
betw een application and 
harvest. 
C h em ical 
tr e a tm e n t 
should begin when young 
larvae first appear, points 
out Risinger. Small larvae 
are easier to control; fur­ 
thermore, larvae that are 
allowed to grow can cause 
extensive damage to plants. 


House Plants Must Adjust 


Proper Planning, Soil Test 
Provide Current Fertilizer 


No plant grows natively in 
houses 
So really we ask 
quite a lot when we bring 
plants 
indoors. 
Some 
“house” plants are quick to 
adjust, while others struggle 
along suffering one problem 
after another 
As enjoyable as gardening 
indoors can be. there still are 
many problems that can 
enter the picture 
Prompt 
recognition 
is 
so 
very 
essential. Here are the ten 
most com m on sym ptom s 
identified. 
P lants stretch ed , leggy 
with leaves sparsely spaced: 
Conditions too warm, too 
much w ater and-or too much 
fertilizer. 
Lower leaves drop: May 
be typical for that type of 
plant under indoor con­ 
d i t i o n s 
( D r a c a e n a 
m arginata. 
rubber 
plants 
and several others). It may 
also point 
to prolonged 
under-fertilization or under­ 
watering. 
Leaves 
bleached 
or 
blotched: Too much light. 
This is often a problem in 
summer when plants are 
first set out on the patio in 
excessive sunlight. 
Stem s ro tte d , decayed, 
plants 
w ilt: 
Excessive 
w atering. Roots actually 
drown, plant vigor drops and 
infection occurs. Green moss 
or algae on top of the soil is 
another good symptom. 
Leaves 
die 
at 
tips or 
around 
edges: 
W ater 
problem , eith e r low soil 
moisture or low humidity. 
This is very rarely a disease. 
Often plants are found to be 
in strong drafts. They may 


also be in excessively porous 
soil mixes or they m ay just 
be rootbound 
Plants refuse to flower: 
Could be low light or im ­ 
pro p er 
fertilizer 
M any 
outdoor flowers (geranium s, 
m ums, etc.) don’t prosper 
under low light conditions 
indoors Excessive nitrogen 
will 
also 
discourage 
flow ering. 
Some 
p lan ts 
( k a l a n c h o e s , 
m u m s . 
C hristm as 
cactus 
and 
poinsettia) must have long 
dark periods at night 
(14 
u n i n t e r r u p t e d 
h o u r s 
minimum) to set buds 
Spots on leaves, 
p a r­ 
tic u la rly of the d elicate 


African 
violets and their 
relativ es: 
Water 
bu rn . 
som etim es also chem ical 
burn W ater soil carefully, 
avoiding the foliage. Test 
chemicals on small parts of 
the p la n ts 
first, before 
general spraying 
White crust on outside of 
clay pots, also on soil s u r­ 
face: 
T h ese 
are 
a c ­ 
cumulated mineral salts left 
behind a s 
soil m oisture 
ev a p o ra te s. 
Really 
th e 
danger is not terribly great 
Thorough 
leaching wi t h 
water (rainw ater good) will 
help 
Things

leaves: Best bet, they a re 


bugs 
R ed sp id e r m ites, 
mealy bugs and scales do the 
most 
serio u s 
d am ag e. 
Gentle sprays intended for 
use on house plants are 
available at your favorite 
nursery. 
Use strictly 
ac ­ 
cording to label directions 
and, again, test on a leaf or 
two for a few days before 
spraying the entire plant 
Diseased spots on leaves, 
stems: pathogen m ay ac ­ 
tually be present The oilier 
nine symptoms are far m ore 
common on house plants, 
however, diseases are fairly 
rare, 
p a rtia lly 
b ecau se 
sources of innoculation are 
pretty restricted indoors

Bv JOHN J. SANKO 
D EN V ER (UPD - Loyal 
Denver Bronco fans, their 
orange banners most often 
waved in vain the past 17 
years, already are talking 
Super Bowl, even though the 
N FL season is just six weeks 
old. 
It’s Bronco mania time in 
the Rockies — fans are 
flocking 
to 
Stapleton 
International 
Airport 
to 
greet their team when they 
return home, scalpers are 
selling tickets for up to $150 
apiece and there already are 
requests for Super 
Bowl 
tickets. 
The Broncos are 6-0, the 
best start ever for a team 
which has never been to the 
playoffs and has had only 
three winning seasons since 
their founding in 1960. 
“ We’ve had some phone 
calls and letters from people 
asking for tickets to the 
Super Bowl,” said a Bronco 
secretary. “ What can I tell 
them? The game isn’t until 
January. 
It ’s 
a 
little 
premature, but they want to 
know' where they can get 
tickets.” 
The fan reaction comes as 
no surprise to David Chiszar, 
an associate professor of 
psychology 
at 
Colorado 
University in Boulder. 
In 
psychological terms, the 
Bronco 
fans 
are 
being 
pushed to their new frenzy 
by a combination of a “ goal 
gradient effect” and “ social 


faciitation.” 
Basically, 
what 
that 
means is that fans, after 
years of suffering with 
mediocre teams at 
best, 
really believe the Broncos 
can go all the way this year. 
Denver faces the defending 
N F L champion 
Oakland 
Raiders for the second time 
this Sunday at Mile High 
Stadium. 
“ Wrhat we have here is 
loyal Bronco fans, who for 
years have been pursuing 
this goal of a winning season, 
realizing that maybe they 
can achieve something that 
they thought about only in 
their w'ildest imagination — 
a Super Bowl bid,” Chiszar 
said. 
“ W'hat you are getting is a 
phenomenon in psychology 
that is called a goal gradient 
effect. It refers to the fact 
that W'hen an individual or a 
group is getting closer to its 
goal — when it’s actually in 
sight and they can taste it — 
they get more intense and 
their striving increases, 
often out of proportion to the 
goal.” 
Adding 
to 
that 
phenomenon, he said, is a 
“ social facilitation effect,” 
which stems 
from 
many 
people pushing for the same 
goal. 
“ They’ve got each other 
jazzing them on,” Chiszar 
said. “ It’s a little early, but 
the team has produced what 
I believe to be a hell of a 


season so far, and the fans’ 
enthusiasm is being lifted 
up.” 
The fans have been so 
enthused that 10,000 of them 
cheering, hugging and 
chanting 
— 
jammed 
Stapleton 
International 
Airport two weeks ago when 
the 
Broncos 
and 
their 
“ Orange Crush Defense” re­ 
turned home after a 30-7 
victory over Oakland. 
Sales of a popular soft 
drink called Orange Crush 
have increased by more than 
25 percent in Colorado since 
the Bronco defense was 
tagged with that name. 
Bronco 
spokesman 
Bob 
Peck said Denver fans may 
not be any more enthusiastic 
than supporters of N FL 
teams elsewhere, but they 
certainly are more loyal. 
The last Bronco game that 
wasn't a sellout was the final 
contest of the 1969 season. 
“ We like to say they’re the 
best fans in the league,” 
Peck 
said. 
“ But 
we 
definitely could say they’re 
more loyal. They have never 
had the experience of a 
playoff season. In fact, it 
was 1973 before we ever had 
a winning season. So they’ve 
got to be more loyal than 
anybody else.”
